ferent animals. 
Ile has a large scar 
on his back to show for one conflict 
and in the other his abdomen was 
torn open so that he now 
has 
to 
wear a band about his body contin­ 
ually. 
It is for that reason he is 
unable to return to Africa. 
Dr. Maguire had a large collec­ 
tion of curios which he used to tine 
advantage in illustrating his lecture 
Ile -bowed the dress of the differ­ 
ent classes of natives, which, for 
the most part, consisted of nothing 
more than a little ha. 
lie displayed 
a number of snake hides, a whip 
made from the hide of a rhinoceros 
and u s e d for beating the wives and 
a necklace worn by the witch doctor. 
The necklace consisted of a large 
number of ornaments, each one rep­ 
resenting the heart taken 
from 
a 
member of the tribe by the doctor as 
a means of casting out evil spirits 
and curing other members. 
Dr. Maguire exhibited a pair of 
auto gloves made of leopard’s skin. 
They were made from an animal he 
shot himself. 
“ I want yon people to know," he 
commented, “ that our beloved ex- 
prcsident, Theodore 
Roosevelt, 
i" 
not the only man who ever shot big 
game in Africa* 
I have killed some 
myself. Roosevelt 
is 
Dutch and I 
am Irish and it was one time the 
Irish boat the Dutch.” 
Dr. Maguire described how they 
crossed some of the larger stream s 
where the hippopotamus live.

He displayed 
a number of snake hides, a "whip 
made from the hide of a rhinoceros 
and used for beating the wives and 
a necklace worn by the witch-doctor. 
The necklace consisted of a large 
number of ornaments, each one'rep- 
resenting the heart taken 
from a 


member of the tribe by the doctor as 
a means of easting out evil spirits 
and curing other members. 


Dr. Maguire exhibited' a pair of 


auto gloves made of leopard's skin. 
They were made from an animal he 
shot himself. 


"I want you people to know," he 


commented, "that our beloved ex- 
president, Theodore Roosevelt, is 
not the only man who ever shot big 
game in Africa. I have, killed some 
myself. Roosevelt is Dutch and-J 
am Irish and it was one time the 
Irish beat the Dutch." " 


Dr. Maguire described how they 


crossed some of the larger streams 
where the' hippopotamus live. When 
all other methods fail, the white man 
and his party crouch along the river 
until they sight a "hippo." It is a 
difficult task, he said, because their 
head does not show above the water 
and their eyes have to "be sighted. 
Once they locate one, they shot it, 
drag it a shore and use it as a boat 
to 'transport their supplies across.

The natives, shrieking with 


'fear, ran away, shouting that the 
man had lost his head. On another 
occasion the natives saw the bish- 
op's false teeth in 'a glass and were 
as badly frightened. 


Dr. Maguire closed with the story 


of how he came by the necklace, 
which he held to be worth more than 
•his whole collection. He told how,the 
witch doctor finally came to him and 
asked to have the good spirit which 
Dr. Maguire had. Dr. Maguire told 
"him the story of Jesus Christ. The 
witch doctor was converted and la- 
ter brought about the conversion of 
the heir .to (the head chief's crown.

ed more men and more officers, more;

battle cruisers—-of which we have 
none. 


When this eating of words begins,' 


the President himself must have a 
high place at the feast. For it was 
'the President himself who took oc- 
'.casion, only "last December, to tell 
Congress that there was "no new 
need to discuss" the question of na- 
tional defense. 
"The country,"'he 


said, "has -been misinformed. We 
have not been negligent of national 
defense. We are not unmindful of the 
great responsibility resting upon 
,.us." Hypnotized by these words, re- 
inforced as they were by the whole 
power of the Administration, .a Dem- 
ocratic Congress resisted any Re- 
publican attempt to provide more 
men and guns for the army and 
more men and ships for the navy:

ious to Locate Factories to Give -. 


Men Out of Job Some Work 


WILL SOLVE PROBLEM THERE

Club Has in View Plant Employing 


5,000 Men Which Would Nec- 


essitate Outlay of $350,000 


Richmond, Ind., Aug. 5.—Renewed 


activity by the Commercial club to[ 
secure the establishment of one or 
more large factories in Kichmond, 
has been begun, according to E. M. 
Haas, secretary, who today an- 
nounced not a new but a more de- 
termined policy to be followed 
by 


that association . during the follow- 
ing months. 


Mr. Haas declared that the club 


would do all in its power to solve, 
the 
employment 
problem 
here. 


Through the completion of the pub- 
lic work by the city government, 
many general laborers have 
been 


thrown out of employment, and but 
few of these have anything in view 
for the fall and winter. 


Trained workmen and mechanics, 


Mr. Haas believes, will not want for 
employment this winter and if the 
club is successful in following out 
the policy decided upon and .one or 
more industries move to Richmond, 
other labor besides trained employes 
will be hired. 


The club has opened negotiations 


with 
one 
large concern which 


through its agent, has written to 
Secretary Haas. 
This factory, he 


says, will employ from three to five 
thousand men but will cost the city 
i'.bout $350,000 for its removal here. 
The secretary declined to make the 
the name of this firm or the condi- 
tions of its offer public until more 
definite knowledge of it, is learned. 


Mr. Haas said that while the club 


is duly anxious to have .factories 
come to Richinond, its' members will 
use prudence in all its negotiations 
and arrangements for bringing them 
here. It is not the intention, he said, 
embodied in the re-asserted policy 
of the association, to permit of the 
establishment in this city of a con- 
cern heavily laden with debts. Or, 
have the people pay an exorbitant 
sum to persons holding only a patent 
which chances for its success, or. 
failure equal. 


Due precaution will be assumed, 


he said, to eliminate all possibility 
of the city losing on any proposition 
which holds favorable prospects..Mr,. 
Haas expressed his opinion that the 
business men are optimistic, that 
they feel assured there is a definite 
trend in commercial .circles toward 
prosperity and that the fall and 
winter holds much in store for this 
city.
